ARREST: 

THE ABOVE OFFICERS CONDUCTED AT SECURITY CHECK AT THE 7-ELEVEN 
STORE LOCATED AT 1810 CAHUENGA BLVD IN THE CITY OF HOLLYWOOD. 
ONCE INSIDE WE WERE CONTACT BY THE STORE SECURITY GUARD MAREY, 
MOHAMAD RASHED, (INFORMANT 1) WHO POINTED TO A MALE BLACK 
STANDING AT THE NEWS RACK READING A MAGAZINE. 


MAREY TOLD US THE MALE BLACK (LATER IDENTIFIED AS SUSPECT PASS) HAS 
BEEN ASKED NOT TO RETURN TO THE STORE BY HIM, AS WELL AS THE 
MANAGER OF THE BUSINESS JOE, YONG. MAREY SAID HE (SUSPECT) CREATED 
PROBLEMS BY SELLING CD’S IN FRONT OF THE BUSINESS, ENTERING THE 
BUSINESS AND PLUGGING IN HIS CELL PHONE TO AN ELECTRICAL OUTLET 
WITHOUT PERMISSION AND REFUSING TO LEAVE WHEN ASK TO BY STORE 
SECURITY AND THE OWNER. 


ARREST 


WE CONTACTED THE SUSPECT AND ASKED HIM TO LEAVE THE BUSINESS PER 
THE REQUEST OF THE STORE SECURITY GUARD. THE SUSPECT STOP READING 
THE MAGAZINE, LOOKED DIRECTLY AT US AND SAID “WHY ARE YOU 
HARASSING ME.? IS IT BECAUSE I’M A REAL BLACK MAN AND THAT’S YOUR 
PROBLEM.” 


WE AGAIN ASK TO HIM TO LEAVE THE BUSINESS BECAUSE HE WAS 
TRESPASSING. THE SUSPECT STATED, “I’M NOT TRESPASSING. | AM READING A 
MAGAZINE. YOU ARE JUST A POPPET OF THE WHITE MAN. YOU HAVE BEEN 
WHITE WASH TO BRING DOWN BLACK PEOPLE.” 


WE ADVISED THE SUSPECT IF HE DID NOT COMPLY WITH OUR REQUEST TO 
LEAVE THE BUSINESS HE WOULD BE ARRESTED FOR TRESPASSING. AGAIN, HE 
REFUSED TO COMPLY AND SAID, “I’M A REAL BLACK MAN. YOU GUY’S ARE OLD 
AND BEING BLACK, YOU SHOULD KNOW BETTER.” 


WE ADVISED THE SUSPECT THAT HE WAS UNDER PRIVATE PERSON ARREST PER 
CALIFORNIA PENAL CODE 837, FOR THE VIOLATION OF TRESPASSING. THE 
SUSPECT WAS HANDCUFFED. THE CUFF’S WERE DOUBLE LOCKED TO PREVENT 
INJURY. 


THE SUSPECT WAS TRANSPORTED TO THE LAPD HOLLYWOOD STATION AND A 
CHECK WAS MADE VIA LAPD COMMUNICATIONS FOR WANTS OR WARRANTS. 
(HOLLYWOOD W/C) ADVISED THAT THE SUSPECT WAS ELIGIBLE FOR A 
CITATION. A FIELD RELEASE FROM CUSTODY CITATION WAS THEN ISSUES. 

( RFC#D43362 ) BY LAPD OFFICER HORTON, WITH THE APPROVAL OF WATCH 
COMMANDER SGT. HOFFMAN. 


AFTER SIGNING THE (RFC) THE SUSPECT ADVISED US THAT HIS CELL PHONE 
WAS AT THE 7-ELEVEN. WE RETURNED TO THE BUSINESS AND FOUND HIS CELL 
PHONE PLUGGED INTO AN ELECTRICAL OUTLET IN THE STORAGE ROOM THAT 
WAS FOR EMPLOYEE’S ONLY. 


WE CONTACTED THE STORE OWNER JOE. HE WAS SHOWN A PHOTO OF THE 
SUSPECT. HE SAID “THAT GUY IS TROUBLE. HE KNOWS WHEN THE BID 
OFFICER’S ARE NOT WORKING AND COMES INTO THE STORE AND PLUGS HIS 
CELL PHONE INTO THE ELECTRICAL SOCKET. HE THREATEN THE NIGHT 
SECURITY GUARD SAYING THE GUARD HATES BLACK PEOPLE. WE CALL LAPD 
BUT (LAPD) SHOW-UP HOURS LATER AND HE’S NOT THERE.” 


A PHOTO WAS TAKEN OF THE CELL PHONE AND THE CELL PHONE WAS 
RETURNED TO THE SUSPECT.
